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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to an AMENDMENT entered February 4, 2008 
for the patent application 1 0/661 ,71 8 filed on September 1 1 , 2003. 

2. The First Office Action of August 31 , 2007 is fully incorporated into this Final 
Office Action by reference. 

Status of Claims 

3. Claims 1-82 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The subject claims generally recite limitations 
related to characteristics of signal sequence which is interpreted to be nothing but the 
physical characteristics of a form of energy, such as a frequency, voltage, amperage, or 
the strength of a magnetic field, define energy or magnetism, per se, and as such are 
nonstatutory natural phenomena. O'Reilly , 56 U.S. (15 How.) at 112-14. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. The provisional nonstatutory Double Patenting rejection of claims 1-82 under 35 
U.S.C. § 101 as set forth on pages 2-4 of the Non Final Office Action dated August 31 , 
2007 is withdrawn. 

7. The rejection of claims 1-82 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph is withdrawn.
